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STRIKERS RETURN TO WORK 


After Three Weeks of Agitation Smith & Dove Employees 
Accept Concessions Offéred by Mill Manage- 
ment—Return to Work Monday 


A majority vote, 119 to 52, in favor of 
returning to work, was taken by the Smith & 
Dove strikers at a meeting held in Fraternal 
hall Sunday afternoon. The one hundred and 
seventy-one employees present at the meet- 
ing agreed to abide by the vote of the ma- 
jority and in accordance with this decision 
a large proportion of the strikers returned to 
work on Monday morning. 

The strikers left work on August 25, stat- 
ing as their grievance the ten per cent cut in 
wages on August 3. Numerous meetings were 
held, at first on the Playstead, and later in 
Fraternal hall. Two conferences were held 
between Treasurer Bodwell of the Smith & 
Dove Company and representatives of the 
strikers, following which the: strikers pre- 
sented their demands in writing. These de- 
mands were carefully considered by the 
management and many concessions were 
granted, including a raise of pay in certain 
departments, and time and a half for over- 
time for the repair shop. The demand for the 
return to the wages for all employees pre- 
vious to the August cut was not granted. 

At a meeting of the strikers held on 
Thursday afternoon of last week, when the 
reply to their demands was first discussed, 
there was a majority vote against returning 
to work, but at Sunday’s meeting the de- 
cision was reversed.

SCHOOL REGISTRATION 


Work Begins With Record Attendance— 
Eighth Grade Opened at Shaw- 
sheen School 


The public schools of primary and gram- 
mar grades opened for the fall and winter 
season of 1925-2926 Monday, with a regis- 
tration zt the end of the first day of 1511. 
This, with the 279 for the high school regis- 
tration, and 275 for the parochial members, 
makes a total of 1705 pupils of school age in 
the local schools. Last : year’s registration 
was 1643. 

The teachers assembled in the lecture room 
at Punchard Monday afternoon following the 
first day’s session, and were addressed by the 
superintendent, Henry C. Sanborn, who gave 
a talk on what he wished accomplished in the 
Andover schools this year. 

The pmncipals then gave in their regis- 
tration cards, showing the following numbers 
for the various schools of the town: High 
school, 279; Stowe Junior High, 180; John 
Dove and Samuel C. Jackson primary 
schools, 394; Indian Ridge, 83; Bradlee, 151; 
West Center, 37; Bailey, 24; Shawsheen, 218; 
Osgood, 24; North, 40. 

A few more scholars are expected, as fam- 
ilies move into town, which will bring the 
total near to the 2000 mark. 

Last year’s registration was as follows: 
High, 254; Stowe, 223; John Dove and 
Samuel C. Jackson, 369; Shawsheen, 170; 
Indian Ridge, 78; Bradlee, 172; West Center, 
39; North, 37; Osgood, 28; Bailey, 24. 

The figures show a gain in the high, pri- 
mary, Indian Ridge, and Shawsheen, and 
North, and a loss in the Stowe Junior high, 
the Bradlee, the West Center, and the Os- 
good. The Bailey school is the same. The 
parochial school also gained in numbers.

No Liberty Without Law 


On this, the 138th Anniversary of the 
framing and signin: of the Constitution of 
the United-States, we are called on to take 
note of the document that gave this nation 
a new birth and placed in the records those 
ideals and aspirations which have made us 
great. 

The Constitution crystallized into basic 
law a government by the people and estab- 
lished a republic with a guarantee of equality 
before the law. We deem it important, 
therefore, to read in its pages not only the 
privileges but the obligations of citizenship 
as well, 

To many thinking people a period has 
arisen that is putting our Constitution 
through a severe test. They contend that 
human forces are at work undermining 
American ideals. They hold before us such 
“agencies of despair’’ as lawlessness, radi- 
calism, political favoritism, class hatred, 
illegal trafficing, jury-fixing, loose application 
of pardoning power, all of which have become 
a menace to constitutional foundations. 

We have fallen on days where there is a 
laxity in respect for law and order, a defiance 
of the sanctity of person and property. Since 
all forms of human behavior are more or less 
contagious it is important that we consider 
the conditions and the remedy. 

In the penal institutions of the United 
States there are today 200,000 persons con 
victed of crime. This does not tell the whole 
story when we consider those who go un- 
punished or undetected. Recent figures show 
the cost of this crime to be about eight and 
one quarter per cent of the nation’s income, 
a startling sum to expend on a destructive 
force. Unfortunately this does not represent 
the total outlay. It is but necessary by way 
of illustration to note the cost of burglary 
insurace and contrast the rate with some 
other hazard such as fire. On the other hand, 
education, our greatest constructive force, 
costs an amount approximating one and one 
half per cent of our income. This compara- 
tive cost is the more significant when we 
consider that we have in our grade and 
secondary schools alone 125 times as many 
American youth as there are inmates of our 
penal institutions. 

There is reason to feel that when this con- 
flict clears the vision of the Constitution's 
founders will be vindicated—that this will 
be proved a fraternal nation. We have 
“agencies of hope” that lead us to this con- 
clusion. They are such institutions as the 
social welfare and service organizations; the 
press and radio; the church, the home, and 
the schools. 

Educators are already at the task. They 
sensed the situation and for some time in 
conference groups the subject of character 
development and citizenship training has 
received their attention. It is a program not 
of talk but of action. Already many have 
translated their thinking into courses of 
study for definite instruction. Others are 
following. : 

Education is the greatest single foe of 
crime. The mass of the vicious, destructive 
and criminal are from less educated ievels. 
The exceptions are so few as to be conspicu- 
ous. Education is the inspiration of reason 
and reason inspires respect for order. 

There can be no liberty without law. If 
we are to become more of a law-abiding 
nation we will first, recognize the necessity 
of having our educational institutions 
organized as training camps for citizenship, 
and second, make provision that our young 
people come under their influence, 

It is a defense program of no mean pro- 
portions and worthy the aggressive support 
of our better citizenry —Issued by Better 
Schools League, Inc., Chicago, Illinois. 


Flowers Compelled to 
Fight for Existence 


Flowers fight much us do the males 
of most species of animals, and for a 
similar reason, self-preservation, a 
writer in the Cincinnati Enquirer tells 
us. An iris in a crowded border, for 
instance, will throw out a number of 
sharp-pointed leaves horizontally all 
around, for no other purpose, it would 
seem, than to ward off other plants. 
Primroses are also pugnacious; if they 
feel they are being crowded too closely 
they have a habit of flopping their 
leaves up and down, and so smother- 
ing the intruding plants. 

Many of the smaller hyacinths 
might be called floral ruffians. Any 
unfortunate intruder is Hable to be 
seized and strangled in a tangle of 
vegetation which. seemingly, is grown 
just for that purpose. 

Quite a number of other plants give 
evidence of huving developed some- 
thing very like consciousness that en- 
ables them to divine the best way of 
circumventing the encroachments of 
their neighbors. A remarkable fllus- 
tration of this is seen in connection 
with the common bramble when, as Is 
often the case, it is found struggling 
over a pile of stones or up aguinst a 
roughly built wall, In such cireum- 
stances the plant has the power to 
turn Its roots into clubs, which com- 
pletely fill the crevices where soil is 
to be found, thus shutting out all com- 
petitors.

To Bring ‘‘The Miracle’ to Boston 


Boston will see “‘The Miracle.’ That 
significant announcement, the most momen- 
tous in that city’s theatrical annals, was 
made by Morris Gest on his arrival there last 
week, refreshed and tanned from a summer in 
Europe, to meet at luncheon newspaper men 
of the city and outline the plans for the 
engagement. Mr. Gest’s definite decision to 
bring “The Miracle”- to Boston following 
many months of negotiation, carries with it 
the announcement that the Boston Opera 
House will be the New England home ot the 
world’s most stupendous spectacle, that the 
gala premiere has been set for Monday, 
October 26, and that the engagement will 
extend for five weeks. 

Boston, therefore, will be the first city in 
the Eastern States, outside New York, to 
see the production that brought Max 
Reinhardt for the first time to this country, 
that gave world-wide fame to Lady Diana 
Manners as the Madonna, that entailed a 
cost of over $600,000, the peak of production 
costs in the world’s history, that ran for ten 
months at the Century ‘lheatre, New York, 
to over a miilion attendance, and that serves 
as the climax to the career of the Russian 
boy who came to Boston a little over thirty 
years ago and made his way to the top of his 
profession. 

The Boston engagement of ‘‘ The Miracle” 
will follow that in Cincinnati after one week’s 
interval, due to the tremendous mechanical 
problems of dismantling the cathedral in 
Music Hall in the Ohio Kiver metropolis and 
transporting it and setting it up in the Boston 
Opera House. ‘Ihe latter structure will be 
closed for two weeks prior to the premiere, in 
order to make ready for the construction 
work when the production arrives on special 
trains from the West. A company ot 600 
people is promised, which is already in 
rehearsal in New York. ‘The leading roles 
will be played here by thos¢ who created 
them in New York and Cleveland. Lady 
Diana Manners, the English society leader, 
who rose to fame over night for her serenely 
beautiful impersonation ol the statue that 
comes to lile, will be seen here. And Mr. 
Gest promises boston the Honorable _ Iris 
Tree, daughter of the late Sir Herbert Tree, 
in the role ot the Nun. 


“No one who was not in Cleveland last 
winter,” said Mr. Gest, ‘‘can faintly realize 
what the coming of ‘‘lhe Mircale’ means to 
a city. For the weeks it is present, the com- 
munity simply becomes a festival center, 
with countiess thousands coming from 
hundreds ot miles in every direction to see 
‘Lhe Miracle’ and they stay several days for 
shopping and sightseeing. Attendance at the 
other theatres, instead of italling oui, rises 
sharply. It is a tremendous stimulus to every 
phase of civic and commercial activity. 
Kealizing this and out of pride in the great 
structure under their management, the 
Messrs. Shubert are turning the boston 
Opera House over to me at a nancial loss to 
themselves. 

“With the unusually fine sight lines and 
the perfect acoustics of the boston Opera 
House, both the visual and musical aspects of 
‘the Miracie’ will have spiendid chances to 
be enjoyed here. Musically as in every 
other way, the Boston production will be 
equal to those in New York and Cleveland. 
Einer Nilson, the Swedish composer who has 
conducted twenty productions of ‘The 
Miracle’ in Europe and this country and 
who wrote the score for von Hofmannthat’s 
imposing ‘Great World Theatre,’ the feature 
with ‘The Miracle’ of this summer's Salz 
burg Festival, will be in charge of orchestra 
and chorus. Frederick Schirmer, who revised 
and extended Humperdinck’s original score 
for the New York production and wrote the 
music for the entire second part, will also 
come to Boston.”

The “two in one” 


A Trip from Boston to Andover — | 
from the Sublime to the 
Ridiculous 


Few motorists who are in Boston dur- 
ing business hours are there for pleas- 
ure. On this account a trip from 
Boston brings very little interest’ to 
them as far as scenery, billboards, white 
lines, and that sort of thing are con- 
cerned, 

Starting at the corner of Summer and | 
Washington streets and coming north, 
the driver from the country must be 
amazed at the total absence of such | 
warnings as ‘Slow down,” and “Speed 
limit fifteen miles an hour.’ We find 
rather that the eflicient Boston police 
do all in their power to “speed up” the 
traflic consistent, of course, with safety. 
And there is no safer place on earth 
than a corner, however congested, 
where a policeman is controlling mat- 
ters. Drivers going twenty-five miles 
an hour in the heart of Boston during 
the rush hour, have been asked by 
traffic oflicers whether they were asleep, 
and ordered good-naturedly to “step on 
it.’ Here traflic is made to move 
rapidly, and we are well on our way. 

Arriving at Cambridge we find that 
the traflic is handled fairly well, al- 
though we are held up at several minor 
cross streets by big, gruff dictators, so 
that an ice wagon, a butcher's cart, or 
some other slow moving object may not 
to be forced to come to a complete stop 
before crossing the main highway. 
Meanwhile the lines of motors, impa- 
tient to go, are lengthening continually. 
But if we go by way of Sullivan Square, 
we are apt to find ourselves in a great 
jam. This is due not only to the many 
converging streets and the columns of 
the elevated railway, Dut also to the 
fact that traflic is made to slow down 
unnecessarily, and is handled — very 
unsystematically. 

After crossing the Wellington Bridge, 
we reach the junction of Revere Beach 
boulevard. The confusion encountered 
at this point is caused by insufficient 
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many slow-moving trucks on the road. 
The only virtue which we can attrib- 
ute to the Stoneham police is that they 
are polite and jplesaant. They are 
said, however, to have hidden behind 
trees to trap some unsuspecting driver 
who has had courage enough to disobey 
the absurd sign reading, ‘Keep in line 
or pay a fine.” 
At Reading the traffic is much thinner 
and the police do not molest automo- 
bilists without good cause. * The pres-

Tough Steak a Myth? 
Tests So Indicate 


Washington.—Meat eaters who 
have gained the impression that 
some of the beef put before them 
is more sultable for the manu 
facture of automobile tires than 
it is for human consumption ap 
parently have been misled by 
their own temperaments. 

They were disillusioned by bu 
reau of standards experts whi 
have just completed tests re 
quested by the Department of 
Agriculture to determine just 
how tough beef can be so stand 
ards might be fixed on the basis 
of resistance to mastication. 

Using machines designed for 
measuring resistance of fibers to 
various stresses, the experts 
found even the toughest plece of 
meat supplied by the depart- 
ment too delicate to have any 
valuable indication of strength 
sufficient for use except as a ta- 
ble decoration. . With this much 
established, H. L. Whittmore, 
head of the bureau’s mechanical 
section, sald that the task of 
fixing standard toughness for 
beef would be continued with 
more delicate machinery than 
has hitherto been utilized.

Latest Advance in 
Railroad Equipment 


We understand articulation when ap- 
plied to speech, but the phrase “Articu- 
lated Trains’ may not be so well 
understood, Up to the present coaches 
have connected or coupled, but 
not articulited. There has been con- 
stunt effort, ever since the early days 
of railways, to combine solidarity with 
tlexibility In the making up of a train. 
The first passenger coaches were at- 
tached to one another by a simple 
chiuin and hook, but for many years 
the couplings have been much closer 
und more compact, the finely adjusted 
spring-buffers being kept always in 
close contact. That was regarded until 
recently as the last word in smooth 
motion at high speeds, but now that 
articulation has come along it is seen 
that much greater smoothness of mo- 
tion is produced by it. Instead of each 
coach being a separate entity, with Its 
four bogey-wheels at each end, the 
bogey-wheels are placed between the 
coaches, so that two of the wheels 
are under one, and the other pair un- 
der the other. Thus the train {s all in 
one plece, with perfect mobility 
throughout its length.

Frightful Heat at 
Interior of Earth 


-As to the ‘stute or composition of 
the earth's interior we are compara- 
tively ignorant, except for inferences 
which amount to little more than 
guesses, an English newspaper  as- 
serts. Nevertheless, it is hard to es- 
cape the conclusion that the earth's 
core must be much hotter than any- 
thing ever heated artificially by man, 
ulthough very high temperatures have 


been produced under pressure, . The 
deepest coal mine ever sunk Is, to 
the mass of the globe, much less 


than the skin of an apple In relation 
to the apple itself, Even if we take 
it that, according to the experlence of 
mine-sinking, the heat increases one 
degree every hundred feet bored, the 
temperature of the earth’s center 
would reach 211,200 degrees Fahren- 
heit. We can form some idea of what 
this means when we remember that 
the boiling point of water at sea level 
is no more than 212 degrees Fahren- 
helt, so that the earth’s center would 
be almost exactly a thousand times 
hotter than the water with which you 
muke your tea.

Tree Dependent Upon 
Insect for Fertility 


The noblest and most imposing tree 
in the Hawaiian islands is the ban- 
yan. These trees do not produce 
seeds. Propagation is dependent up- 
on one of the tiniest of insects, the 
fig wasp. The trees introduced into 
from Australia, China and 
India, are not propagated in the ter- 
ritory of Hawaii in that manner, and 
the tiny insects necessary to the pro- 
duction of mature fruit and seeds are 
not present there. The fig wasp goes 
into the figs for selfish purposes only. 
She is hunting for a place to rear her 
babies, and the only places that suit 
her are the female flowers inside the 
fig. She puts an egg in each flower 
which she selects, and in doing so, 
crawling about, pollinates the other 
female flowers with grains of pollen 
which were adhering to her body from 
the older fig where she herself had 
grown to maturity. The figs do not 
mature without the agency of the fig- 
wasps, and the latter cannot- develop 
or exist without the presence of the 
figs in the proper condition for them. 
Numerous kinds of figs and banyan 
trees are native in many tropical 
countries, each having its own kind 
of minute insects called fig wasps to 
assist In seed production. 


Hams Are Tokens of 
Friendship in China 


The Chinese have many ham dishes 
of their own—fried, smoked, steamed 
and boiled. On such occasions as wed- 
dings, birthdays of important persons, 
the birth of a first son, spring and au- 
tun festivals and, most of all, at Chi- 
nese New Year, the Chinese send gifts 
to each other much like westerners, 
but more lavishly, the North China 
Herald says. 

If a ham is the first present in the 
parcel, the recipient feels that an 
appropriate display of friendship has 
been made and appreciates it accord- 


ingly.

COLORADO CALLED 
RIVER OF MAGIC 


Easily Most Dramatic ot 
American Waters. 


The Colorado is the most dramatic 
of American rivers—perhups, if you 
put prophecy ahead of history, of all 
rivers, Given time, which railroads 
and the swift advance of population 
have denied, it might have produced 
a civilization as different from that 
of its neighbor, the Mississippi, as 
that of the Mississippi is from the 
cultures of the Danube and the Rhine. 

From its inception, 14,000 feet above 
the sea, through its flaming mile-d-ep 
canyons and along its swollen delta, 
where it has laid down 800 feet of 
fabulously rich soil, it is a stream 
with a pulse and personulity peculiar 
to itself. It ‘s the product of a region 
of abrupt contrasts—of flowing water 
in an arid land, of monumental rocks 
and plunging chasms, of flashing fu- 
turistic colors. It has none of the 
classicism of the Hudson or the Poto- 
mac; it was carved and painted long 
ago by some Society. of Independent 
Artists who did net work by prece- 
dent. The magic Is not wholly out 
of it even now. Even now it may be 
capable, despite the transcontinental 
railways and. highways, which send 
travel across the river valleys instead 
of up and down them; despite, also, 
the motion picture, the radio and the 
popular magazine, of laying a_ spell 
upon the race of men, It may give a 
new rhythm to their dances, a new 
eadence to their songs, a new bold- 
nevs of line and color to their arts. 
For one cannot think of a population 
in the valley of the Colorado as seérv- 
Ing purely materialistic gods, as sen- 
tencing themselves to a dour puritan- 
ism. 

The Colorado is capricious and full 
of a wild humor. Its average flow, 
below the Grand canyon, is about 
20,000 second-feet, yet there is good 
evidence that in time of flood it has 
sent down as much as 500,000 second- 
feet—an increase of 2,500 per cent. 
When a flood of even a third of this 
volume emerges upon the delta, aug- 
mented by the waters of the Gila, the 
ranchers in the Imperial, the Cona- 
chella and the Palo Verde have cause 
to tremble. Throughout {Its lower 
course the river bestrides a great hog- 
back of silt, which it is raising at the 
rate ofa foot a year and which is now 
néarly 80 feet above the sea level and 
from-100 to 300 feet above the level 
of the Imperial valley. In 1905 {ft 
broke through a temporary trrigation 
intake and flowed for eighteen months 
into the Salton sea. Had the deluge 
continued, or if it were to recur, the 
river would drown out, probably for 
the life of this generation, 90 per 
cent of the Imperial's. 350,000 acres 
of cultivated land. “Tt is a great devil- 
fish,” said one Califernian, testifying 
last year before a congressional com- 
mittee, “reaching over into the Impe- 
rial valley and trying every way to get 
there.” It flips a jocose tentacle and 
wipes out the life work of thousands 
of humen ants. In ten, fifteen or 
twenty-five years, aceording to chance 
and the temperament of the engineer 
who makes the estimate, It will again 
emerge from its bed and menace the 
valley Iands. This {s one reason. and 
the most imminent one, for the pro 
posals now pending In congress for a 
comprehensive development of the 
whole of the lower basin.—Robert L. 
Duffus, in the New Republic.

Two dead whales found floating off 
the northern California coast were not 
victims of bombarding by the guns 
of the battleships In the “battle” of 
Hawall. as first believed. The whales 
were killed and mutilated by a school 
of orca, or killer whales, otherwise 
known as wolves-of-the-sea, Swimming 
in droves these killers attack the 
largest whale much the same as 
wolves surround and bring down a 
moose or deer. The orca, which are 
usually more voracious In the Far 
North, were attracted south to the 
California and Oregon coasts by the

SIMPLE HOMES IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA 


Peons Satisfied With Prim- 
itive Abodes. 


The peons’ houses are made of 
poles, The poles are covered with a 
kind of palm leaf called Yaguas, These 
are laid like shingles on the roof and 
sides and tied with narrow strips of 
the same leaf, which when dampened 
is very flexible, enough so as to tle 
it into knots, but which upon drying 
will shrink enough to draw the big 
leaves tight against the poles. This 
makes a strong hut with water-tight 
roof and a good protection against 
the wind. There are generally two 
doors, back and front, but no win- 
dows. 

The floor is in some instances made 
of the outside slabs cut from a palm 
tree, split out from four to six inches 
wide, the length being cut with a 
machete before the wood gets too dry. 
These slabs are held in place on the 
floor-poles by a few nails, and the 
upper side of the floor slabs is often 
brought to almost a piano polish by 
the constant rubbing of dirty clothes, 
grease and other things, for it is not 
the custom ever to wash the floor. 

In many instances the entire family 
sleeps on the floor, with nothing to 
soften the hardness thereof and no 
covering, other than the clothes they 
wear during the day. The household 
tools, such as tables and chairs, in 
some instances, were not necessary, as 
the floor. acted in the capacity for 


both. 


The other things include a cast-iron 
kettle of 12-inch diameter by 5 inches 
deep, called caldero, in which the cof- 
fee beans are roasted. The roasted 


beans are then crushed by being 
pounded in a wooden mortar, called 


a mortero, which is made by hollow- 
ing out the end of a hardwood log 


some 15 inches in diameter by 3 feet 


high, to a depth of a foot, by the ap- 
plication of fire and then scraped to 
a smooth surface by a machete. 

The pestle, called a majadera de 
mortero, is also of very hard wood, 
shaped by patiently chipping it into 
shape with a machete. The kettle re- 
ferred to above is also used for making 


a stew, called sancocho, To this stew 


they add roots and leaves, to suit the 
taste. ‘The boiling of green plantains 


called platanos is done in this very 


useful household tool; the platanos are 
used in place of our potatoes. 
The man of the house always wears 


a machete, a sword-knife hung from 
some kind of belt around the waist 


(in countries where the laws do not 
forbid such weapons), and with this 


knife he cuts the cane, firewood, brush 
and grass and defends his family and 
himself from enemies. The edge of 


his machete is kept very keen, as It 
is his proudest possession, and some 
of the peons are experts in the use 


of it. 


A very tmportant item in the lives 
of these people is the tobacco they 
use for chewing, which is called ta- 
baco hilado, pronounced by the native 
as if spelled tar-bar-ko-e-low. Both 
the men and women chew this. It is 
very strong; is made into ropes and 
sold by the vara—about 32 inches, I 
tried this tobacco once, and was per- 
fectly satisfied that the kind made in 
the United States of America suited 
me much better.—By Mr. Emerson, 
Adventure Maguzine. 


Miners’ Gas Masks 


Danger of mine deaths through 
smothering by poisonous gases ts be- 
ing reduced in the Illinois coal fields 
by equipping the workers with “self- 
rescuers,” tested and approved by the 
federal bureau of mines. They are 
designed to give the wearer half an 
hour or more after the gas surrounds 
him before he is overcome, and con- 
sist of a pinch clamp for the nostrils 
attached to a small can with a mouth- 
piece. The device is worn in the 
pocket or on the belt and is inclosed 
in a sort of brass case that may be 
ripped open by hand. When the fumes 
arise, the breathing apparatus is quick- 
ly adjusted and, by inhaling and exhal- 
{ng through the mouth into the can, 
the miner is protected from the pol- 
son for at least half an hour, and has 
a chance to seek escape.

Able to Hear Noises 
Made by Electrons 


By means of the radio vacuum-tube 
amplifier, scientists have been able to 
hear the noises made by electrons, the 
infinitely small units of electricity as 
they are “bombarded” against the 
plate in the tube from the hot fila- 
ment, says Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine, These eiectrons, it is held, carry 
the current and make possible the 
operation of the tube, which is capa- 
ble of tremendous amplification. 
Through this, a new way of measur- 
ing the value of the electron charge 
has been developed and a method of 
research opened which may lead to 
valuable knowledge concerning the 
electron and its properties. Previ- 
ously, it has beer studied by means 
of tiny drops of +l, observing their 
movements bet® ven two electrically 
charged plates. Droplets are made to 
fall slowly or rapidly or are held sta- 
tionary between the plates, according 
to the presence of charged electrons 
in them and the voltage applied to the 
plates. With proper amplification, 
the roar of the electrons in the tube 
can be magnified to produce a volume 
like that of Niagara, it is said, and 
this uction is to be studied in the 
hope that facts not presented in the 
gravity tests will be learned. 


Explaining Origin of

called.

Of very ancient origin are the vart- 
ous bugle calls still used by modern 
armies. The “tatoo” dates back to 
the Thirty-Years’ war, from 1615 to 
1648, and was originally the “tap to” 
call, a signal for the men to cease 
their drinking by closing the bung 
or “tap” of the barrel. “Retrent™ 
call was used by the crusaders. The 
cow’s horn was the first bugle and it 
is mentioned in the Bible. The ram’s 
horn was a later variation. Many stu- 
dents of musical apparatus say the 
bugle is the oldest of musical instru- 
ments.

Swiss Cheese Handled 
by Community Factory 


Exch year in the valley of Justistal 
in Switzerland the Kastellet is an 
event of prime importance, as that is 
the occasion when the production of 
cheese is distributed from the com 
munity factory to the owners. 

The plan there-is to have each 
home owner bring the supply of milk 
each day to the factory, where it is 
manufactured into cheese, the product 
being kept and ripened in the great 
storage houses 

A record is kept of the supply of 
milk each patron brings, then at the 
| end of the summer season the settle 
| ment Is made, the event being known 
as the Kastellet, or the division of 
cheeses, patrons taking away 
others having but a 
small number, possibly enough to sup- 
ply the family needs, but buyers are 
on hand to bargain for all surplus 
stocks left. The custom is for the 
people of the valley to turn out to the 
disiribution.—Ohio State Journal,
